EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The applicants' Remarks are duly noted and the following is added for emphasis. 
Support for the changes to items (1 ) and (3) in the claimed formula is found at p. 8, lines 
16-20 of the specification. The formulae have been changed as well at p. 7 of the 
specification, per the above Examiner's Amendment. The prior art does not teach or 
suggest the compositions as presently claimed, with a modified polyvinyl acetal resin 
having the 4 structural units and mole percentages claimed. The Examples in the 
present specification also show unexpectedly better results for compositions with the 
resins as presently claimed.
